For a time 
the British troops had te yield ground, 
and some bodies of the enemy are said 
to have penetra ted almost as far as the 
sugar factory on the Cambrai Read, 
but were there repulsed by our men, 
who fought with great’ gallantry. 

The Germans were then caught by the 
Britigh artillery fire and these masses 
of men forced into retreat, and our 
guns followed them up, raking them as 
they went, and siaughtering great 
numbers of them. The infantry followéd 
them, too, with machine gun and rifle 
fire and re-established the line except 
tor a bit of trench below Moeusres. 

This northern attack of the enemy 
had falied utterly with bloody losses, 
and that menace to our lines was for 
the day removed.

The enemy's field guns were 
brought ie action against them at 
close range, but the crew of dach tank 
fought regardless of all risk, and got 
in among the Germans with their guns, 
causing great havoc among them.

it was sheer human valor which drove 
the enemy back and re-established part 
of the Britieh line below Masniéres and 
Marcoing, relie the situation of its 
chief menace. 

It is possible that the battle may con- 
tinue with the heaviest fighting and 
that the enemy may intend to make this 
a trial of strength and strategy. If so, 
we are now ready to meet the challenge. 

At night we withdrew slightly in the 
region of Masniéres in order to strength- 
en our line and get back from a posi- 
tion made untenable decause of the
